Senator Hill Is Working Hard to Defeat 
Him—The Tariff Bill Is Now Over 
in the Senate.

Wdebington, February  2.—(Special.)— 
Contrary to expectations, and on account of 
the change of mind of Mr. Warner, of New 
York, the house committee on banking and 
currency today voted to lay the bill repeal- 
ing unconditionally the state bank tax on 
the table. The vote stood nine to eight. 

The opponents of th? measure got Mr. 
Warner's vote and that vote prevented the 
report of the bill to the house. Mr. Warner 
yoted this way in face of the statement that 
he made on the floor of the house before he 
was appointed on this committee, that he 
would vote for the repeal of the state bank 
tax. The real inside truth of the failure 
of the committee to report the state bank 
bill is that several members of the cvm- 
mittee have personal ambitions in the matter 
and want bills drawn up by themselves re- 
ported. The Dill voted upon this morning 
was drawn up by Mr. Cox, of Tennessee. It 
was a brief measure, simply providing for 


the unconditional repeal of the 10 per cent 


tax on state banks. Mr. Warner’s vote 
acainst reporting this bill is probably due to 
the fact that he has a bill of his own sur- 
rounding the repeal with some provisions. 
He is very anxious to have this reported to 
the house. 

The action this morning was, to an extent, 
a blow to the passags of this measure but 
it will be gotton before the house in some 
way and a vote is certa:r to b> had upon it. 
If there is a majority in the house in favor of 
repealing this tax, it wll be repealed. No 
member of the house is more interested in 
this question than is Speaker Crisp, and he 
will do all in the power of the speaker to 
have a vote upon it. Indeed he will see tha* 
a direct vote is had upon it in the house. 
In making up the committee on banking 


“and currency he made it up with a majority 


of men who had announced in favor of re- 
pealing this tax. Mr. Warner, of New 
York, was one of this majority and his 
change of front has changed the committee. 
However, it is due to Mr. Warner to state 
that he is in favor of repealing the tax, 
but he wants his bill reported which impos- 
es certain conditions to go with the repeal.

Brawley which has been reported to the

berson, of Texas, who is a member of the 
banking and currency committee, has given 
notice that he will offer as an amendment 
a bill unconditionally repealing the state 
bank tax. The friends of this measure think 
that is the best and the quickest way to 
get a direct vote upon the question in the 
house, and this course will probably be 
adopted. If a majority of the house is in 
favor of this plank of the platform, then 
Juuge Culberson’s proposed amendment will 
be adopted. There are several democrats 
who will oppose this measure. It will also 
be opt) sed by almost the solid republican 
membership of the house and all of the pop- 
ulists will vote against it. The friendg of 
the measure, however, are hopeful that 
they can secure a majority for the bill. 
Whether there be a majority or not will 
600n be known. The question is coming up 
in the house and a vote is to be had inthe 
house notwithstanding the unfavorable ac- 
tion of the banking and currency committee 
today. ' 
Now It Is in the Senate. 
The tariff bill has gone to the senate 
and will be before the finance cornmittee 
of that body tomorrow. The subcommittee 
to consider it is composed of Senators 
Jones, of Arkansas; Vest, of Missouri, and 
McPherson, of New Jersey. Everybody is 
interested just now’ in what the senate 
will do with the bill. There are some dem- 
ocrats in the senate who are anxious to 
make ratlical changes” in the mé@asure, but 
like those in the house, there are few, 
compared with the whole number, in favor 
of it. It is probable that the differences 
between the democrats in the senate will 
be setttled in committee and not in the 
Senate chamber. The fight against the in- 
come tax will run through everything, di- 
rectly and indirectly effecting every other 
question in the bill. The prediction is made 
by senators who’ claim to have made a 
Close canvass of the democratic side of 
the senate, that the bill will pass that body 
almost in the same form that the house 
passed it. The kicking democrats in the 
Senate will be unable to get any aid from 
the republican senators. The republicans 
Will act just as their colleagues did in the 
house. They will remain ‘silent and re- 
fuse to aid the bolting democrats. At least 
that is the present agreed policy of the 
republicans.

to a reopening of the silver fight and com- 
Plicates the situation, for since the repeal 
of the Sherman law there has been a great 
change of sentiment in the senate on the 
silver question. ‘MF. Quay’s amc«@mdment 
nrovides for the free coinage of silver, for 
the repeal of the tax on state banks, for the 
purchase of only the American product of 
gold, and forthe repeal of the law author- 
izing issues of bonds. It provides that gold 
Shall be purchased with treasury notes 
and that these treasury notes shall be 
Payable in coin on demand forty years 
after date with interest at the rate of 
one-tenth of 1 per cent per annum, and 
Shall be a legal tender for all debts and 
dues, public and private, except for du- 


ties on imports and interest on the public 
debt. It repeals all laws authorizing the 
issue of interest-bearing bonds of the Unit- 
ed States for any purpose whatsoever. Sen- 
ator Quay cannot offer this until the tariff 
bill comes before the-senate for considera- 
tion. It may be that the democrats may 
refuse to consider it or else agree to vote 
solidly against it in order to prevent em- 
barrassing the direct issues. However, to 
do that there will have to be some agree~ 
ment to take up the silver question in the 
senate after the tariff is disposed of. 

The finance committee will commence the 
consideration of the tariff tomorrow. Its 
members hope to report it to the senate 
within two weeks, but it is hardly probable 
that the bill. will be reported back to the 
senate before the first day of March. The 
senate wil! take fifly a month to consider 
it and it will probably be the Ist of April 
before it passes that body. Then there will 
be conference committees appointed. by the 
two houses and that will take from one to 
two weeks. If the bill reaches the presi- 
dent by the middle of April the senate will 
have acted with more rapidity than it us- 
ually acts. 

Looks Bad for Peckham. 

Frederick R. Courdert, Joseph H. Choate, 
and other New York lawyers are here work- 
ing in the interest of the confirmation of 
Wheeler H. Peckham, as a justice of the 
Supreme court. Senator Hill and his friends 
are not at all disturbec. The New Yorker 
believes he will be able to defeat Peckham. 
The action of the Kentucky legislature in 
instructing its senators to vote against the 
confirmation of Peckham, is viewed here as 
a remarkable proceeding, and it undoubtedly 
will have its effect. The matter will come 
up before the senate judiciary committee 
on Monday next, and it is probable that 
action will be had at that time. Senator 
Hill believes that he wil! get a report from 
the committee against the confirmation. 

Senator Lindsay, of Kentucky, a member 
of the judiciary committee, has heré@tofore 
stood by the administration in all its fights, 
but the action of the Kentucky legislature, 
instructing him, may cause hims to desere 
the administration and vote against Peck- 
ham. 

Senator Hill is devoting much attention 
to Mr. Lindsay just now. The Kentuckian 
has never been a devoted admirer of the 
president, but he has felt it his duty as a 
democrat to uphold the administration’s 
acts as far as possible. 

Bids for More Than This Issue. 

Mr. Carlisle submittéd to Mr. Cleveland 
at the cabinet meeting this morning a de- 
tailed statement on the bids for the issue 
of bonds. More than half of the total sub- 
scription: of $58,000,000 are at the minimum 
rate of 177.223, and the bulk of the re- 
mainder are at 118. All the offers above 
the minimum figures will be accepted and 
the remainder will be confined to the sub- 
scriptions at the lowest rate. The new 
bonds are being struck off at the bureau 
of printing and engraving. They will be 
completed next Tuesday and sent to the 
treasury for the proper signatures. Then 
they will be forwarded to the various sub- 
treasuries with the name of the subscriber, 
the amount allotted him and the denomina- 
tion of the bond that he desires. ‘The bonds 
will then be transferred to the biddeys, 
who must pay for them in gold. The great 
mass of bids came from New York, $46,000,- 
000 of them from New York city. Boston 
bid for $5,000,000 of the issue. No other 
city in the union reached the million-dollar 
mark. 

Some Names Kept Secret. 

Secretary Carlisle refuses to give the 
names of some of the New York bidders, 
they having requested that their names 
be not made public. The largest offer made 
public is for $3,000,000, by the New York 
Life Insurance Company. That is the only 
life insurance company which made a bid. 
Trust ccmpanies bid for $11,950,000; national 
banks bid for $15,100,000; state banks bid 
for $1,200,000; other bankers and brokers bid 
for $11,300,000.

REPUBLICANS AFTER MR. CLEVELAND 


The Democrats Will Not Let Any Cen- 


suring Resolutions Go Throvgh~ 
The Policy They Favor. 


Washington, February 2.—(Special.)—The 
democrats of the house today took up the 
most distasteful task Mr. Cleveland has set 
for them, that of advocating or excusing 
his Hawaiian policy. There are very few 
men in congress who honestly believe in 
Mr. Cleveland’s policy, and all are anxious 
to let go of the tar-baby queen, but find 
it impossible to get their fingers free. Even 
the members of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee are heartily sick of the job they have 
before them, and most of the democrats 
would like to be somewhere else while the 
debate is in progress. The matter opened 
up turbulently this morning with Mr. Bou- 
telle as the principa! actor, in insisting that 
his resolution be considered first as a ques- 
tion of privilege. Mr. Boutelle continued his 
serio-comic grand stand play, when the 
previous question was ordered on the reso- 
lution of the committee on rules setting 
apart three days for the consideration of 
the Hawaiian matter. 

General Catchings made some 
to Mr. Boutelle’s peculiar characteristics in 
debate, referring to his ‘‘fantastic and bed- 
lamite gyrations on the floor.’’ This aroused 
soutelle’s ire, and he demanded that the 
Mississippian’s words be taken down. The 
house, however, quickly ordered that Gen- 
eral Catchings should be permitted to pro- 
ceed, and he did so, this time speaking of 
Boutelle as being ‘possessed of a species of 
harmiess mania for making, on all occa- 
sions, an exhibition of himself.” This 
brought forth another yelp from the Maine 
man, who, again asked that the words of 
the Mississippian be taken down. Again 
the house allowed General Catchings to pro- 
ceed, and he again roasted Mr. Boutelle to 
the great amusement of the house before 
he 1eally entered into the serious portion of 
his speech in which he advocated the adop- 
tion of the order. The order was adopted, 
and the house took up the Hawaiian mat- 
ter.

To Choke Boutelle Off. 

Immediately after the reading 
journal, Mr. Catchings, from the commit- 
tee on rules, reported a special order for 
the consideration of the report from the 
committee on foreign affairs, 
Hawaiian affairs. This proved that every 
day for three days the house should 
sider this question and @t 4 o’clock on the 
last day the previous question 
ordered and a vote takei on the resolution 
and pending amendment. 

Mr. Boutelle made a point of order 
against the special order just brought in. 
He asserted that his question of high priv- 
ileges should take precedence over a spe- 
cial order. This was a question which in- 
volved not only the privileges of.the house 
but its very constitutional powers. He haa 
introduced this question of privilege in the 
house six weeks ago and it had been dis- 
placed by a special] order from the com- 
mittee on rules in order to consider the 
tariff bill, and now another was brought 
in against setting aside his Privileged reso- 
lution and the committee on rules might 
go on and draw from its quiver another 
special order to the absolute exclusion of 
every other matter of business to the end 
of the session. 

And so it could destroy the fundamental 
right of privilege. The ruling of Speaker 
Carlisle, brief but luminous, covered the 
ground completely and it seemed to him 
was the omy safe ruling, and that was 
that such matters presented a question 
for the house and not for the chair to de- 
cide.

A. vote was then taken on the resolution 
and it was unanimously agreed to and Mr. 
McCreary, of Kentucky, chairman of the 
foreign affairs committee, was recognized. 
Before he could proceed. however, Mr. Hitt, 
republican, of Illinois, the ranking member 
of the minority of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee, asked whether it would be in order 
for the minority of the committee to offer 
& substitute to the resolution of the ma- 
Jority before a vote was taken on the 
latter. 

Non-Interference Recommended. 

The speaker said it would be in order. 
The resolution reported from the foreign 
affairs committee read as follows: 

“Resolved 1, That it is the sense of this 
house that the action of the United States 
minister in employing United States naval 
forces and illegally aiding in overthrow- 
ing the constitutional government of the 
Hawaiian islands, in January, 1893, and in 
setting up in its place a provisional govern- 
ment, not republican in form and in opposi- 
tion to the wil of a majority of the people, 
was contrary to the traditions of our re- 
public and the spirit of. our constitution, 
end should be and is condemned. 

“2. That we heartily approve the principle 
announced by the president of the United 
States, that interference with the domestic 
affairs of an independent nation is cen- 
trary. to the spirit of American institutions. 
And it is further the sense of this house 
that the annexation of the Hawaiian islands 
to our country, or the assumption of a pro- 
tectorate over them by our government, is 
uncalled for and inexpedient; that the peo- 
ple of that country should have absolute 
freedom and independence in pursuing their 
own line of policy, and that foreign inter- 
vention in the political affairs of the islands 
will not be regarded with indifference by 
the government of the United States.” 

Republican Resolutions. 

Mr. Hitt offered the following substitute 
for the above resolution: 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
house that the demand caused by the presi- 
dent of the United States by his imperative 
instructions to be made on the 19th of De- 
ecember last upon the president and of- 
ficers of the Hawaiian government that it 
pron.qaly reiinquish all authority and his 
proposéd erection of a monarchy in its 
stead was an unwarranted intervention in 
the affairs of a friendly and recognized gov- 
ernment, contrary to the law of nations, 
the policy and traditiogs of this republic 
and the spirit of the constitution. 

“Resolved, That the provisional fovern- 
ment of Hawaii having been duly recogniz- 
ed, the highest: international interest re- 
quires that it should pursue its own line of 
policy and foréign intervention in the polit- 
ical -ifairs of these islands will be re- 
garded as an act unfriendly to the govern- 
ment of the United States.” 

President Harrison Censured. 

Mr. McCreary censured President Harri- 
son for his indecent haste in drawing up a 
treaty of annexation with Hawaii and sub- 
mitting it to the senate before the people 
of Hawaii had been heard. He severely 
criticised the American representative in 
Honolulu and the United States naval com- 
mander for their action at the time of the 
so-called revolution, which, he said, was 
without parallel in diplomatic history. 

He criticised the foreign policy of the 
Harrison udministration in three cases— 
the case of Samoa, the case of Chili and 
the case of Hawaii. And he asked whether 
any one would claim that with ali the proof 
that had been laid before President Harri- 
State, it was an 
exhibition of wisdom on the part of Presi- 
dent Harrison to send to the senate a 

of annexation, asking congress to 
six and a quarter million of 
dollars in order to get those little islands 
and ask congress to recognize what was 
done by a few American citizens down 
there. He (McCreary) asserted that 
was not to the credit of 
the last administration. In the 
further course of his argument McCrearv 
said that he would now cali as a witness 
James H. Blount, a man conspicuous for 
his ability and his integrity—a man who 
ranked among the best and ablest men— 
who had served in theAmerican conrress tor 
the last twenty years.

MEETZE IS SHOT 70 THE GROUND 


He Is the Man Who Defied the 
Governor Last Fall, 


MILLER USED TWO PISTOLS ON HIM 


This Opens the Disvensary War in the Pal- 
metto State— First Blood Drawn. 
A Lynchine Narrowly Averted. 


Columbia, 8S. C., February 2.—(Special.)— 
Bloodshed has resulted from the first trial 
under the new dispensaTy law in this city. 
A stree: duel under the shadow of the 
courthouse occurred today betweer W. B. 
Meetze, the man who defied Governor Till- 
man and his constables at the state fair 
grounds last November while selling rice 
beer, and Davis Miller, a witness for the 
state, who is supposed to be a dispensary 
constable. 

The two men were fresh from the hall of 
justice, having just “walked out of the city 
courtroom, where the trial of blind tigers 
was in progress. Close observers were not 
ut all surprised at the shooting, for troubie 
was expected. Throughout the day there 
was a very bitter spirit shown towards 
Miller in the courthouse and, it is said, that 
had there been clear evidence that he was 
a spy, his fate would have been sealed. 
It is remarked that even in the courthouse 
Miller continually kept his hands in his 
pockets, which, it was afterward shown, 


contained two pistols. 

Meetze is known as a shooter and a dead 
shot. It was he who killed Trial Justice 
Clark almost on the same spot several 
years ago. Miller is spoken of as a sporting 
man, and has the reputation of being 
dead game. Miller was put forward today 
as a’ witness for the state in the case 
against W. Ti. Seel for running a blind 
tiger. It was a noticeable fact that the as- 
sistant attorney general had a hard time 
eetting him to tell it all on the stand. He 
testified that he had been to Seel’s piace 
of business several times with two or three 
companions, and that they obtained whis- 
ky there. The first indication of th: 
trouble was in the courthouse when Miller 
became involved in an altercation with a 
young man named Brannan, a well-known 


pugilist. This was stopped by Judge Clark- 


son. 
Miller Pat«< Onc to Flight. 

When Miller walked down the street he 
was accosted by another one of the witness- 
es named Fry, who asked him if he said 
that he (Fry) had sworn to a he on the 
stand. Miller replied that the man who 
said he had made this statement was a 
liar, Hdeccompanyine the wdrds with vile 
oaths. 

As he said this. Meetze, who had come 
up and was looking: fdr Miller. struck at 
him, and for the next minute the air was 
blue with curses. Trial Justice Stack grab- 
bed both men and commanded them ag 
a peace officer to stop, at the same time 
calling on the crowd to assist him. No at- 
tention was paid to this and the scuffle 
went on at a lively rate. Miller had at 
last got one hand into his pocket and Stack 
kept pulling him into the middle of the 
street. Stack says that he hung on to him 
until Miller drew two pistols and aimed 
one at him, when he sought safety quar- 
ters. 

Then He Shoots Meetze. 

Meetze dared Miller to use his pistols 
and the invitation was accepted. By this 
time there were hundreds of persons on the 
scene, having just come out of the court- 
house fifty yards distant. The two men 
rlazed away regardless of the crowd but 
fortunately none of the bystanders were hii. 
Miller fired nine times and Meetze five. 

Louis Levin, a notary public who wit- 
nessed it, states that Miller shot before 
Meetze had his pistol out. Mectze fell to 
the ground, and as he did so a number of 
his friends rushed up at Miller, shouting, 
“Shoot the scoundrel!’ They were evident- 
ly bent on lynching him when Sergeant 
Morehead, of the police force, rushed in, 
caught hold of Miller and, with drawn pis- 
tols, shouted to the crowd that he would 
shoot the first man who touched him. Other 
policemen then came up and Miller was 
rushed off. Miller received a fiesh wound 
in the arm and Meetze was struck in the 
groin. His physicians say that he is seri- 
ously wounded, but perhaps not fatally. 
The shooting occurred a few yards from 
the famous Mancoke corner, where some 
half dozen men have been killed. S«veral 
of the bullets went through the door of 
Colonel John T. Sloan's office. Fortunately, 
he had stepped down from the doorway as 
the row began. 

Tonight Dr. Kendall made a careful ex- 
amination of Meetzer'’s condition and lo- 
cated the Salil in the abdominal cavity. it 
entered between the tenth and eleventh ribs, 
lodging near the liver. There is great dan- 
ger from peritonitis, and Meetze’s chances 
for recovery are doubtful. 

SEEL 18 ACQUITTED. 

Miller Was the Only Witness Who 
Swore to Buying Whisky of Him. 
Columbia, 8. C., February 2.—(Special.)— 
The trial of W. H. Seel, for running a 
blind tiger, occupied the entire day. Assis- 
tant Attorney General Barber and Solicitor 
Nelson appeared for the state and the de- 
fense was represented by Judge Melton and 
Judge Crawford. A motion to dismiss the 
case on the ground that the ‘aw required 
the affidavit to state the source of infor- 
mation and belief was overruled, as was the 
point that the affidavit did not specify the 
name of the party to whom the liquor was 
alleged to have been sold. Miller was the 
only witness, who testified that the accused 
had sold whisky. Jurors were put on their 
voir dire. One of them, a negro, was asked 
if he was any relation of’ Constabie Brun- 
son, who swore out tho affidavit, and with 
extreme disgust replied: “Not that I know 
of.” /In fifteen minutes after they retired 
the jury returned with a verdict of not 
guilty. 


A LAWYER ON TRIAL. 


Pablic Sentiment Is with Him and He 
Is Acquitted in Five Minutes. 

Charieston, 8. C., February 2.—(Special.)— 
The Tillman dispensary constables ceased 
their looting of private residences and 
stores today and devoted all of it to the 
vain effort to convict George 8S. Legare, 
a lawyer, for responding to a call from his 
client while the latter was being raided. 
The trial was by jury and before Justice 
Burnett, the official who Governor Tillman 
threatens to remove for convicting the 
whisky constable, Elliott. The courtroom 
was literally packed with interested specta- 
tors. About a dozen constables were pres- 
ent and ail about the building were sta- 
tioned policemen. There was not the slight- 
est sfgn of any disorder. The crowd was 
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prove violation of section 30 of the dispene 
sary act. This section makes it a misde- 
meanor to abuse, obstruct, interfere with 
or resist a state constable, and the penalty 
is $100 fine or thirty days in jail. 

Chief Constable Gaillard put up a dozen 
witnesses, the first being Polic2 [geutenant 
Fordham. He was asked by Gaillard to 
arrest Mr. Legare and replied: “You are 
in charge. You arrest him, put your hand 
on him, and I will take him into custody.” 
Chief Constable Gaillard arrested Mr. Le- 
gare and turned him over to the witness. 
The witness was not aware of any overt 
act committed by Mr. Legare. Mr. Legare 
made no resistance whatever to the are 
rest. 

Officer Powers, of the police force, testt- 
fied that he was on duty in the street at 
the time in question and saw Mr. Legare 
enter the premises. Mr. Jordan opened 
the door and called him in. 

Chief Constable Gaillard was put on the 
stand and testified that he was in charge 
of the raid at Jordan’s. Mr. Legare came 
up to him while he was at the door and 
asked him to come in. Legare was refused 
admission and was asked to go away. The 
witness went in the store and in a few 
moments Mr. Legare entered and refused 
to leave unless arrested. Gaillard knew 
that Legare was Jordan’s lawyer and had 
been sent for. He said: “‘Mr. Legare had 
been sent for. i heard Jor“an telling a 
boy to go for him.” Cross-examined, (Gail- 
lard said that there was no disturbance. 
Everything was done quietly. No liquor 
was found. All the other constables cor- 
roborated this story. The defendant put 
up no evidence whatever. 

Senator A. T. Smythe, who represented 
the defense, said to begin with that sec- 
tion 30 was a bungie and did not express 
what was evidently intenGed for it to ex- 
press. From reading the section it would 
seem that an ‘‘interference’ and “‘obstruct- 
ing” or a “resistance’’ could be convicted 
and sent to jail, perhaps, but nothing else. 
He did not wish to press that point, how- 
ever, but agreed on the fact that the law 
does not give an¥ constable in any cause a 
right to enter and tak? possession, forbid- 
ding the owner of a house or store from 
entering or going out. The constables have 
the right to enter with a proper warrant 
and search for such things as their war- 
rant specifies in a specified manner. No- 
where is there a right given to close the 
doors and forbid the proprietor or his agent 
or attorney or friends to come and gu as 
they will. ‘‘We are not required,”’ said he, 
“under the dispensary law or any otter 
law to let men invade our homes, shut us 
outside and search for what they deem 
useful and carry off what they may.” 

The jury in five minutes returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 
raiding will be resumed tomorrow. 
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STREET CARS BURNED. 


Destruction of the Shops of a Cincin« 
nati Company. 

Cincinnati, O., February 2.—Tne Avon- 
dale Street Railway carsheds and machine 
shops were burned shortly after 2 o'clock 
this morning, entailing a loss estimated at 
$175,000. There were seventy-five or eighty 
cars in the sheds, of which thirty were 
motor cars. Nearly all were new summer 
cars of the latest design. An effort was 
made to push the cars out of the building, 
but the blaze was too hot, and the firemen 
and volunteers were driven back. 

In the basement were the machine shops 
and boiler room, and these, with their con- 
tents, were entirely destroyed.

MAJOR FINK KEEPS HIS WORD. 


Wages of the Men Are Restored De- 
apite the Hard Times. 
Knoxville, Tenn., February 2.—(Special.) 
Three months ago the wages of engingeers, 
firemen, brakemen, conductors and shopmen 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road were cut 10 per cent. The employes 
of the road were much dissatistied and a 
strike was averted only when Receiver 
Kink promised that the reduction would be 

in force only three months. 

Today General Manager Hudson announc- 
ed that although the finances of the road 
were in a worse condition than ever, the 
receiver's promise is Kept and wages are 
put back at the old rates to date froin yes- 
terday. This applies to trainmen and shup- 
men over the entire system. Clerks and 
officials, whose salaries were cut, received 
no increase, and no date is tixed for one. 
The increase to trailimen averages liom 
$5 to $15 per month over the whole system. 


NOT TOO LATE TO FIGHT, 


Dr. Brunner Renews His Old Quarrel 
with Judge Mershon. 

Savannah, Ga., February 2.—(Special.)— 
Health Officer Brunner, of this city, filed 
his report for 1898 with Mayor Mec Dousagh 
today. After going into the matter of cy 
sanitation, he takes up the epidemic and 
his successful efforts in Keeping yellow 
fever out of Savannah. He then takes up 
the state board of health bill, which was 
discussed so extensively by the last session 
of the legislature, and scores Judge Mer- 
shon as follows: 

“The semi-inebriate who championed this 
bill in order that his bill should be brought 
into prominence, made several statements 
against the incumbent of this office, all of 
which he knew were false, that is, if he 
knew that he had made them.”

Fuller's family is 
a very prominent one.

Atlanta’s Industrial Establishments Are 
More Active. 


THIS IS TRUE OF THE WHOLE COUNTRY 


Bears Are Keeping Quiet in the Specule- 
tive Markets—‘Tbe Ironand Stee) Trade 


Shows Continued Improvement.

tomorrow will say: The success. of the 
go¥verninent bond issue is regarded with 
qualified satisfaction, but the elect on either 
speculation or investment is merely senti- 
mental. The market is still waiting for 
an end of uncertainty 
tariff legislation, though values are appa- 
rently sustained by a feeling that depression 
has run its course and the improvement in 
business and railroad affairs will soon de- 
velop. The absence of serious manipulative 
bear attacks on prices is no less marked 
than the suspension of public or KLuropean 
purchases of securities. 

In industrial lines the number of estab- 
lishments opening is more than ten to one 
of the number reported shutting down, 
In fact, there is reason to believe that 
hundreds of industrial establishments have 
begun work within a week or two, although 
not on full time on all cases, of which no 
specific mention has been made in print. 

Last week's improvement in iron and 
steel is continued, stocks of raw and fin- 
ished material in consumers’ hands being 
estimated 1,000,000 tons smaller than a year 
ago. The cut in prices of pig iron at Pitts- 
burg has resulted in orders for future de- 
livery, and, even at Philadelphia, improving 
demand is regarded as evidence of perma- 
nent gain. Shipments of shoes from New 
England have increased 7 or 8 per cent 
within the week and the extension of time 
for the tariff to take effect on wool and 
woolens has resulted in Boston’s sales jump- 
ing from 2,000,000 pounds last week to 4,000,- 
000 pounds this week, while at Philadeliphia 
the trade has been stimulated also. 

Orders for brown cottons are more active 
and some mills making export cottons are 
sold ahead. Prints, ginghams and other 
wash fabrics are jobbing well, but woolen 
goods mills report orders. unsatisfactory, 
and there is a tendency to curtail the out- 
put of fine cottons. Baltimore reports fa- 
vorable prospects for dry goods, but one- 
third smaller volume of clothing sale in 
January orders received, being mostly from 
the south, the west being far behind January 
last year. 3usiness is quiet at Charleston, 
except that shipments of fertilizers are 
heavy. 

Country merchants are buying conserva- 
tively of Nashville jobbers, who are not 
trying to push sales, and a similar report 
is received from Memphis. 

Atlanta jobbers are shipping with some 
freedom and industrial establishments there 
a@re more active. Cotton factors at Sa- 
vanan are holding tor higher prices, and 
quotations for turpentine are advancing. 
Collections are better at Mobile, but at Bir- 
mingham trade is without feature. The 
approach of the annual festival at New 
Orleans has stimulated business and ex- 
ports of bulk corn are large. At Galves- 
ton the wholesale movement of dry goods 
and shoes is conspicuous. 

Dan & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of trade 
tomorrow will say: A fresh impulse has 
been given to business this week by the suc- 
cess of the treasury in obtaining gold for 
its reserve, thus strengthening confidence 
in its ability to maintain gold payments. 
The revenue had fallen off so much and 
the prospects for the loan looked so unfa- 
vorable until financial institutions here de- 
cided to carry it through, that some anxiety 
about the monetary future was natural. In- 
Vesunents li Ule urdinury sense have been 
affected very little, and, while more demand 
for time loans has appeared, the money 
market cannot be expected to change much 
With $243,000,000 of cash in the banks and 
more coming from the interior, while the 
treasury also is compelled to pay out more 
than it now receives in taxes. Gradual im- 
provement in business explains the ap- 
pearance of more commercial paper im 
the market this week than has 
been seen for a long time, though as yet the 
vast accumulation of iale funds is proof 
enough that trade has by no means regain- 
edi normal proportions. ‘industrial recovery 
continues, though it is but gradual, in re- 
sponse to the demand of a people, whose 
consumption at its lowest is greater than 
that of any other country and more milis 
a@re now at work. c 

The market for cotton goods has a bet- 
ter tone, ald more staples have been taken 
particularly print cloths, with a slight ad- 
vance in prices, but all qualities are ex- 
tremely low, and scarcely any increase in 
the working force is seen. 

Some demoralization is again reported in 
pri-es ol wooiens. Spring goods are offered 
at a heavy sacrifice, but there is more bus- 
iness in dress goods, and tapestry carpets 
are in Setter demand, while some lines of 
Brussels have been reduced in price. Sales 
Of wool are still smali for the Week, 4,5vo, iu 
pounds, against 8,178,000 last year. 

Eastern trade in boots and shoes still 
hesitates, with Boston shipments 22 per 
cent below last year but western factories 
are reported a little better employed, about 
ls per cent below their fuil Capacity. 

Larger demand for s.:uctural iron and 
steel, for railway materials except rails, for 
barbed wire and especially for wire nails 
and wire rods, gives a better look to the 
iron industry both east and west. Chica- 
os notes a distinct improvement; at Pitts- 
urg, business is larger, though prices do 
mot gain, ani even at Philadelphia trade 
is better, both for pig and finished products, 
while _encourag: ment is found in the fact 
that prices do not further decline. Only

ument.” In forwarding the letter to the 
president Secretary Gresham says that dis- 
patches 25, 26 and 27, received from Minis- 
ter Willis, are not enclosed. They relate 
solely to routine legation matters and the 
minister’s accounts. The letter of Minister 
Willis to Mr. Gresham follows: 

‘Legation of the United States, Honolulu, 
H. 1., January 12.—Hon. W. Q. Gresham, 
Secretary of State—Sir: On yesterday at 
6:30 o’clock p. m. I received the Hon. 8S. B. 
Dole’s answer to my letter of January Ist, 
requesting him ‘at his earliest convenience’ 
to give me the specifications contained in 
a prior letter. His answer is about fifty 
pages of closely written official paper, and 
has been delivered to me too late to either 
copy or reply to in time for the steamer 
leaving at z o’clock p. m, today.

GEORGE W. CHILDS DYING. 


The Noted Philanthropist Close to the 
Dark River. | 

Philadelphia, February 38, 2:15 A.M—George 

W. Childs is gradually sinking. His death 

is a matter of only a few hours, perhaps 


moments. . 

George W. Childs is about sixty-three 
years old. He is known all over the coun- 
try as the proprietor of The Public Ledger, 
of Philadelphia, and as. a philanthropist. 
He made his paper from the day he teok 
hold of it, a family paper. Absolute accura- 
cy in everything was insisted upon by Mr.

Childs. He was always a conservative man 
in his ideas, but this does not mean that he 
was not enterprising. In his younger days 
he was the proprietor of a book store. This 
brought him into association with literary 
people, and finally led him into the purchase 
of The Public Ledger, a paper which, at 
that time, was financially embarrassed. 
Under the careful management of Mr. 
Childs it became a paying property, and in 
a few years made him a millionaire. 

Although a man of great ‘wealth no one 
was less ostentatious than he was. He 
maintained three homes, one in Philadel- 
phia, a country place, near Bryn Mawr, a 
few miles out of Philadelphia on the Penn- 
svivania Central, and a third at Long 
Branch. He was especially fond of his 
country home which is one of the most 
beautiful in America. 

Mr. Childs was a lavish host. He has 
entertained more celebrities than any other 
American, and his hospitality was royal. 
He was a close friend of General Grant’s, 
anu could have had any office within the 
president’s giving for the asking. Indeed 
General Grant insisted upon honoring him 
with some high appointment, but Mr. Childs 
modestly declined it. He had a “positive 
aversion to public office and declared that 
he would not surrender the contentment of 
private life for any public office with its ac- 
companying annoyances. 

Mr. Chilas occupies a warm place in the 
affection of the printers of America. He 
paid his men a higher price than the tunion 
scale and when they volunteered to accept 
a lower price than he was paying, 
told them that he did not want to reduce 
their wages and he did not. A few years 
ago he made the National Typographhical 
Union a present of many thousand dollars 
to build a home fer aged printers. To all 
his cmployes he was kind. So long as a 
man did his duty he held‘ his place with 
George W. Childs. He helped all his em- 
ployes buy their own homes and was sur- 
rounded by a devoted set of mien. 

For many years Mr. Childs was associat- : 
ed with the late Anthony J. Drexel, the 
millionaire banker. They were close friends 
and business partners. Mr. Drexel’s death 
was a severe blow to Mr. Childs. 

The impression that Mr. Childs was Eng- 
lish born is incorrect. He is a native Ameri- 
can and an intense American, though not 
lacking in appreciation of foreigners of abil- 
ity. Like many a wealthy man he had a 
hobby which he indulged. This was col- 
lecting timepieces, and in his private office 
in The Ledger building he has an amazing 
collection of clocks. 

Mr. Childs’s charities have been manifold. 
His life has been pure and unostentatious. 
In his death his city will lose one of its 
most foremost men and his country one of 
the finest characters, a man who though 
he never was in public station, is known 
and honored from ocean to ocean.

“TESS, OF THE D'URBERVILLES,” QUOTED 


The Language Harry Hill Is Said to Have 
Used in His Alleged Confession, Is 
Stolen—The Deadly Parallel. 


Every turn of the Harry Hill case has its 
distinct sensation. 

The very latest of them all is that who- 
ever wrote the alleged confession of the 
defendant, which the prosecution brought 
in as sent by Harry Hill when he was in 
Chicago to John W. Echols, of this city, is 
guilty of plagiarism. 

Quite a few paragraphs of the alleged 
confession are taken bodily from Thomas 
Hardy’s famous novel ‘“Tess, of the D’Urber- 
villes.’’ 

This fact has not been observed in the 
trial of the case. 

None of the lawyers observed it, although 
they have discussed the composition, the 
style of the diction over and over again. 

Colonel Tinney’ Rucker, who with won- 
drous activity and cleverness assailed the 
letter as a fake the minute it was read by 
the attorneys for the prosecution, and who 
brought into question the veracity of At- 
torney Echols by the direct insinuation that 
he was the real author of the alleged con- 
fession, has evidently allowed it to escape 
him that the particular paragraph of the 
letter which has caused so much mirth in 
the trial was taken word for word from this 
well-known book. 

Everybody who has read ‘Tess, of the 
D’ Urbervilles,’’ knows what a sad story it 
is. All are familiar with the path of the 
poor girl whose life became poisoned with 
the crime of the alluring lover from the city, 
and how the author on the forty-fourth 
page of the book tells how the two grad- 
ually drifted out of life’s purest channel. 

The young girl and the deliberate lover 
were driving in a cart, and the author 
speaks about the scene thus: 

“Kor a moment—only for a moment—when 
they were in the turning of the drive be- 
tween thee tall rhododendrons and laures- 
tines, before the lodge became visible, he 
inclined his face towards her as if—but, no! 
he thought better of it, and let her go. 

“Thus the thing occurred. Had she per- 
ceived its import, she might have asked 
why she was doomed to be seen and marked 
and coveted that day by the wrong man, 
and not by a certain other man, the right 
and true one in all respects—as nearly as 
humanity can be right and true; yet to 
him at this time she was but a transient 
impression, halt forgotten.” ie

DE GAMA IS CORNERED. 


About the Best Thing for Him to Do Is 
to Surrender to Benham. 

Rio de Janeiro, January 20th. via Monte- 
video, February 2.—(Copyrighied, 18%, by 
the Associated Press.)}—The negotiations 
for arbitration of the differences between 
the government and the insurgents have 
been continued during the past week. Ad- 
miral de Gama’s writien proposition has 
been submitted to Rear Admiral Benham, 
commander of the United States fleet. The 
government’s propositions were completed 
yesterday and were placed in the hands of 
General] Carvalho last night to be delivered 
to Rear Admiral Benham today. . 

G. M. Rollins has been Admira! de 
Gama’s agent in the negotiations. He says 
that his chief is anxious for a peaceful 
settlement. The government is willing to 
make a compromise, despite all warlike re- 
ports. The trouble Over discharging the 
cargces of American vessels interrupted the 
negotiations, but did not stop them perma- 
nently. 

The spectacle of the American fleet ready 
for action yesterday was magnificent. All 
Americans in the city were rejoicing over 
Rear Admira* Benham’s decisive action in 
behalf of United States commerce. 
The British minister cabled 2,000 words 
concerning the incident to the London for- 
éign office. 

Admiral de Gama’s position in the harbor 
grows worse dai'y. Three desperate night 
attacks on Armacao have failed, whfie the 
government has mounted several new 
seven-inch guns at that point. Rear sAd- 
miral Benham said yesterday:. 

‘“‘Admiral de Gama will not be able to 
leave the harbor, even, unless he acts soon, 
but he can surrender and obtain asylum 
with us at any time.”’ , 

Admiral de Gama said yesterday that 
Admiral Mello with the insurgent cruiser 
Republica” and three transparts of troops 
was approaching Santos, co-operating with 
an army that was marchine on.the city. 
The naval and military forces ought to 
reach Santos today, he said, and proceed 
The insurgent com- 
mander expects that Santos will surrender 
atonce. Only the insurgents believe the re- 
ports of the coming attack on Santos. The 
younger officers of the insurgent fleet in the 
harbor are impatient for action. They urged 
Admiral de Gama fiercely yesterday to 
fight the United States fieet, and they may 
persuade him at.any time to bombard Rio 
de Janeiro. 

The foreign fleets might not prevent the 
bombardment in case two day's notice 
should be given, for Rio, with its forts on 
the hills and its cannon on the beach, is 
not an open city. 

The government fleet was reported off the 
harbor last night and the captain of the 
America came ashore to get orders. The 
America may go south before attacking the 
insurgent fléet. 

Many new cases of yellow fever are report- 
ed here. The deaths number more than 
thirty 4aily. The health of all aboard the 
United States warships is perfect. 

A Secret Message from Benham. 

Washington, February 2.—Secretary Her- 
bert received a cable message from Rear 
A lmiral Benham at Rio tcday, which he de- 
clines to make public. He stated that it 
had no general public interest. It is accord- 
ingly understood that the dispatch involved 
a question of international policy, which 
was the one reservation which Mr. Herbert 
made in his promise to give out all future 
dispatches. 


A CONDUCTOR BADLY HURT. 


Conductor Traynham Mashed Between 
Two Cars and May Die. 
Conductor 8. H. Traynham, of the Con- 
solidated Street Rallway Company, was the 
victim of a most paitiful accident last night 
at the corner of Marietta and Broad 

streets. 

tie was severely mashed between two 
cars, and it is feared that he received in- 
ternal injuries that may prove fatal. He is 
a conductor on the Whitehall street and 
Edgewood avenue line, and reached the 
corner of Marietta ancdXBroad streets just 
before 9 o’clock last night.

There Was an Immediate and Sud- 


den Sensation. 


JUDGE CLARK IMPOSES A FINE OF $25 


Colonel Hammond’s Argument Was One 
of Masterly Logic—His Speech 
Was Thorough. 


Argument was continued yesterday in 
the Hill case and it is more than likely 
that it will be in the hands of a jury and 
a verdict forthcoming by 6 o’clock this 
evening. 

Despite the fact that the examination 
of witnesses was all over, the day did not 
fail to furnish its sensation, though in this 
latter and especial instance it was simply 
ancillary to an argument, springing from 
the eloquent effort of Mr. Ben Hill, counsel 
for the defendant. 

But it was a scene that caused excite- 
ment, and that for a moment looked as if 
the old saying, ‘“‘blood is thicker than 
water’ would be ven a practical and thor- 
ough demonstration by violent means and in 
open court where a liability to contempt 
was complete. In fact, a double contempt 
of court appeared seriously imminent. 

In the course of his argument, which 
was fair-minded, though pointed, Mr. Ben 
Hill took occasion to refer to the various 
notes of Harry Hill. Among these he men- 
tioned the notes that Harry had taken to 
Tolleson and that had nearly been eaten 
up by the interest, according to Harry 
Hill. Going from these ridtes, Mr. Ben 
Hill dwelt upon the effort that had been 
made to show that Harry slipped away 
from Atlanta. He stated that Harry Hill 
was ready to come back when his case 
was called and that he would have come 
back had he not been under bond in Chi- 
cago. In speaking of his detention in the 
world’s fair city, the counsel for the de- 
fendant said that the charges were trumped 
up. At these words Mr. J. R. Tolleson, who 
had been an earnest and apparently inter- 
ested listener, sprang to his feet, his face 
fairly livid with the fury of the emotion 
that he exhibited, and cried out: 

“That’s a \lie.’’ 

Solicitor Hill, sitting within a few feet 
of Mr. Tollesoh, was on his feet like a 
flash, and before he could be stopped, tow- 
ered above Tolleson, aroused by his words, 
directed as they were at his brother, the 
opposing counsel. His whole attitude was 
one of danger to Tolleson, but before he 
could make another move, @espite the 
agility that he manifested, some one caught 
him just as Mr. Ben Hill, who feared 
that. the solicitor might let his feelings get 
the better of him, called to him: 

“Charley, let him alone! He’s to insignifi- 
cant!’ 

The solicitor seemed to take the same 
view, for, with a look of the supremest 
contempt at Mr. Tolleson, he turned away, 
the traces of the conflicting emotions plain 
upon his face. The words of Ben Hill car- 
ried with them a world of significance 
and came in a tone that conveyed in part 
the anger that must have boiled in him 
despite his outward composure. 

It was nearly all over before Judge Clark 
realized what was going on, but when he 
did he said sternly: 

“Sit down, Mr. Tolleson, 
fine you $25 and costs.” 

“IT don’t care about that, your honor,’’ 
appealed Mr. Ben Hill. 

“T mean it,’’ said the judge to Tolleson. 
“Mr. Sheriff, don’t let Mr. Tolleson leave 
the courtroom without paying it. It must 
be paid before he leaves.” 

B. H. Hill’s Eloquent Speech. 

It was some minutes after 9 o’clock when 
Judge Clark came into the courtroom. 
While he was removing his overcoat he 
stated that he desired to caution the au- 
dience about applauding and warned them 
not to give way to their feelings. He also 
requested that when jokes were told that 
risib‘lities would be cecntrolled as far as 
possible. 

Mr. Ben Hill then began his argument 
in defense of Harry, and a forcible and 
logical one it proved to be. In the scoring 
of Colonel Echols the speaker was caustic, 

“I desire to say,” he began, ‘in fore- 
front of my argument that I have the 
profoundest sympathy for Mrs. Porter, but 
that notwithstanding this sympathy I shall 
do my duty to my client. I think that, 
while we should sSympathize with her, 
that she is largely responsible for the po- 
Sition which her imprudence has placed 
her in. It was in 1881, when still a very 
young man, that Harry Hill came to this 
city. He came here from the country vir- 
tually, having lived all his life in Wilkes 
county. It was in this city that he first met 
Mrs. Porter and at that time she was a 
married lady. There is nothing about her 
@ge in record, but it is safe to estimate 
that she is ten or twelve years older than 
Marry Hill. She was then, though younger,

Society. It was at her home and through 
her that Harry Hill was first introduced 
into society. He had thus placed before 
him many temptations that he might other- 
Wish have avoided—temptations that led on 
to recklessness and dissipation. 
“At this time Harry Hill was a con- 
ductor on the Georgia railroad. Mrs. Por- 
ter used her influence with him to try and 
fet him to stop this work, telling him in 
the defendant’s own statement, that it was 
hot work befitting his social station. But 
Harry Hill refused. At this time he was 
a young man of means, having two farms 
down in Wilkes county. He went to Wilkes 
County in 1886 and tried to build a rail- 
toad from White Plains to Union Point 
by himself. He was swamped and his af- 
fairs became badly entangled, as he was 
never at any time a financial success. It 
Was then that he came back to Atlanta and 
it was also at this time that Mrs. Porter 
lirst gave him any pecuniary aid. From

Mr. Ben Hill then tackled Colonel Echols 
as a lawyer and concluded by stating that 
he had been thoroughly impeached.

“It was by the generosity of Mrs. Portes 
that Harry Hill was kept idle, while her 
liberality kept him from work. Is it any 
wonder to you, gentlemen of the jury, that 
She authorized Harry Hill to use her name” 
Don’t you believe that a married woman 
who was 60 generous would want to keep 
it from her husband? 

““Why this secrecy” asks my brother 
Arnold. Yes, why this secrecy? It was not 
at the instance of Harry Hill. It was Mrs. 
Porter who wanted it kept secret. Did not 
Peter Clarke, in his testimony say that Mrs. 
Porter met him at the door by appointment 
through Harry Hill and Robinson? And 
that she closed the inner doors and made a 
sign of silence? What did she say to Mrs. 
Casey? 

“It was at Echols’s suggestion that Mrs. 
Casey and Mrs. Porter met, and the meet- 
ing was brought about by his manipulation. 
'n answer to that very natural question, 
‘Does her husband know of it?’ from Mrs. 
Casey, what was the answer she received 
in the very presence of Mrs. Porter? It 
was ‘No.’ ‘Does her brother know of it” 
‘No,’ was the answer in this instance. Then 
it was that Mrs. Casey said that she would 
not go into it. That no business like this 
would she enter into, as it would be dis- 
covered, and discovery would—and it has— 
led to the saddest home in Atlanta. Mrs. 
Casey was a prophet. It has, also, led to — 
in some features—the saddest trial that was 
ever in this court. 

“What Was Mrs. Porter to Do?’ 

“When these notes came to light through 
Harry Hill’s flight what was she to do? 
What could she do? There was nothing 
left for her to do except denounce them a-« 
forgeries. This she did—she declared them 
to be forgeries, pure and simple. 

‘“‘Here was the man—Harry Hill—to whom 
her husband did not speak. To whom her 
brother did not speak. Mr. Carey sent to 
Mrs. Pcrter the notice that the note was 
due and that notice fell into the hands of 
Mr. J. H. Porter. When he opened this 
notice and presented it to Mrs. Pcrter, what 
could she say? She denounced it a forgery. 
Could she have gaid to her husband that it 
was all right, dnd that she had been siving 
money to this man for five years? No! Had 
she answered her husband thus I do not say 
what it might have led to. I do not care 
to discuss it. It is sufficient that the denial 
of the signature has led to darkness and 
ruin to her and hers. Mrs. Porter had her 
good name to protect; the good name of 
her family and children to save, and once 
denouncing the notes forgeries she was 
fcrced to hold to the stand that she had 
taken.”’ 

Mr. Hill then spoke of Mrs. Porter’s ccn- 
nection with the Willson Whisky Company 
and reviewed some of the testimony, de- 
claring that it had been overwhelmingly 
proved that she was a partner in the con- 
cern. 

“The next phase of the case,’’ said re “is 
John W. Echols, trustee. They kept back 
a gun that was loaded and fired by Echols. 
It was so suddenly fired that it took Harry 
Hill off his feet. Harry Hill could not have 
written that statement. He is not capa- 
ble of such an article. Therefore, we say 
now that the issue is hetween Harry Hill 
and John W. Echols, trustee. We intend to 
show you that the testimony of Hill is pref- 
erable to that of John W. Echols, trustee. 

Roasting J. W. Echols, Trustee. 

“[T shall take up the three-fold Echols— 
John W. Echols as'a man; Jahn W. Echols, 
attorney-at-law and trustee; and John W. 
Echols, 43 a witness. We find bLchnols first 
in «ittsburg, that city of smoke and gas. 
Next we find him in Oglethorpe, and we 
discover that he has lived in Wilkes coun- 
ty, Rome, Augusta and Atlanta. 

“It would seem that Echols anticipated 
the attack on his character and he sent to 

glethorpe and called three or four frie ids 
from there to testify as to his good churac- 
ter. We, on the other hand, knew nothing 
of this attack until the letter was sprung 
like a bolt from a clear sky. 

“Having introduced him proper'y to your 
notice, I will take up this confession. As 
all of you Know there is something in style 
—both in women and writers. Harry Hill 
has a style and so has Colonel Echols. 
Now, many of you have heard of that old 
saying that if you only place a little lump 
of salt on a bird’s tail you can catch him. 
Now, what I’m going to do is to put a litt-e 
word on John SV. Echols’s back. It is going 
to be a center shot. It’s going to make him 
change his profession. That word is the 
little expression ‘recoup.’

Harry Hill's Behavior. 

“T want to say—and I have had sorne ex- 
perience in criminal cases—that Harry Hill 
acts less like a criminal than any man 1 
ever Saw. He may be a very bad man, but he 
is not a coward. What reason did Harry Hill 
have for forging Mrs. Porter's name? Mrs. 
Porter gave him all the money he wanted, 
but he fought shy of the banks presided 
over by Captain Lowry and Mr. J. H. 
Porter. He went to Tolleson and got th¢ 
notes—some of them-—shaved. All he got 
back, nearly was the paper.”’ 

It was in this part of the speech, al- 
ready referred to, that Tolleson called out 
in court to the effect that a statement made 
by Mr. Ben Hill was untrue. 

“Harry Hill,” said Mr. Ben Hill, “has 
acted wrongly towards Mrs. Porter--not 
that he has said anything against her—but 
in that he abused her generosity. He has 
committed countless sins. 

Mr. Ben Hill's Peroration. 

“I believe,” said Mr. Hill, “‘that a pru- 
dent wife is the last and best gift of God 
to man, 

“I have at morning walked into the gear- 
den among the varied tinted flowers, and, 
admiring their beautiful display of color, 
thought that surely nothing could excel 
them; I have gazed into the sky when the 
earth was glistening in the freshness of a 
Shower, and, looking upon the glorious 
coloring of the resplendent bow of promise 
said. ‘Surely this caught its hues from the 
hand of the Divine Master of heaven when, 
in the ‘happiness of His spirit, He wished 
to convey the message of peace to men:’

complimented his honor who presides ove? 
the dispensation of justice in this hall, and 
in this we all agree with Mr. Hill. Long 
ago the mdn who sits with us today, in 
company with two other distinguished 
jurists, who have gohe to their account, 
framed the first code of the state. Those 
men were Thomas R. R. Cobb and Judge 
Irwin, of Marietta. That code stands to- 
day, gentlemien of the jury, with a passige 
of law in it that has never yet been 
changed in the codes that were subsequente 
ly made out. That passage of law upholds 
the position which I take in coming before 
you this day, that a lawyer's first duty is 
not to defend his client, as Mr. B. H. Hill 
has told you, but that it is to defend the 
truth and apply the laws of his country to 
it fairly and square_y with no friends to 
reward, no enemies to punish. 

“I eome to you in the spirit of this law. 
I come before you to speak in the language 
of henesty, of soberness and of truth. I 
come not to amuse you with fair flowers 
of eloquent speech. This is too serious a 
matter for amusement. I come not to 
arouse your .passions, although I confess 
that it is a matter that readily calls from 
every heart the response of mankind's 
loftiest passions—the passion of chivalry 
and honor. 

“There seems to be some difference of 
opinion between Mr. Arnold, who spoke 
yesterday, and Mr. Hill, who spoke today, 
as to which is the lowest thief, a burglar 
or a forger. I @ not agree with Mr. Ar- 
nold that the worst type of thief is the 
forger, who signs your name to steal away 
your money and your credit. To my mind 
the lowest of thieves is the juryman who 
gets into a jury box and, invoking God's 
bicssings upon him in his duty, steals away 
from a man or a woman the justice which 
the good God of right has ordained shou.d 
be meted out to him.” 

Here Colonel Hammond went into a dis- 
cussion of the manner in which Harry Hill 
had been put on the stand to say on his 
own unsworn statement that he had the 
consent of Mrs. Porter to sign the notes 
and all general papers concerning the Will- 
son Whisky Company. He said that the 
defense saw that their on-y chance was to 
put Harry up and have him on his own 
statement ask the jury to take it for grant- 
ed that he had Mrs. Porter’s consent to 
sign those notes. 

“This,’’ said Colonel Hammond, “was 
their only chance and they had to take it. 
It reminds me of the joke Uncle Remds 
tells about Brer Rabbit and the wolf. 
Brer Rabbit was being chased by Brer 
Wolf and when Brer Wolf got so close 
to him that Brer Rabbit could almost 
throw sand in his eyes, Brer’ Rabbit 
climbed a tree. 

“*What,’ said the little boy, 
Brer Rabbit climb the tree when 
can’t climb a tree?’ 

“*That’s all right,’ said Unc'e Remus, 
‘don’t yer be askin’ foolish questions. Brer 
Wolf done got so close’ ter Brer Rabbit dat 
he *bleeged ter clime dat tree.’ (Laughter.) 

“Harry Hill is ’bleeged ter clime a tree, 
gentlemen of the jury, for when we had 
established the charge of forgery against 
him he gets up here on the last mirnzite and 
swears that he did sign the note, but that 
he signed it in the presence of Mrs. Porter 
and with her consent. What a pitiful story 
to be heard as a p'‘ea for justice.” . 

Here Colonel Hammond quoted many sec- 
tions of law to establish the point made by 
himse f that when a forgery had been com- 
mitted, while the person offended might ac® 
subsequently in a manner that might make 
them liable for the payment of the notes 
still that would not do away with the 
crime of forgery. 

The point was that, while Mrs. Porter 
may have acted after the note had been 
forged in a manner such as would hold 
her liable to pay the notes even if- this 
were true, the crime of forgery could not 
be dismissed from the dockets of the court, 
for the pardcning power would not be hers. 
The law says that a forger is an enemy to 
the general public and the law would have 
to stand. 

If a man allows his son to sign his name 
to checks and other papers while he is 
absent from the city and finally takes up 
Some case in which he claim. that his son 
ought not to have signed, that is a civil 
case, and can be dismissed by the father 
paying the check. 

But when a forgery has been committed 
there is no pardoning power this side of 
the governor of the state. The law has 
to apply. 

“What woman wouldn't have agreed to as- 
Sume the payment of a forged note,” ex- 
claimed Colonel Hammond with deep feel- 
ing, “rather than have her good name 
dragged.down into rumors that whispering 
tongues make scandals—dragged down with 
the name of such a scoundrel as Harry 
rill, Where is the wiman of wealth that 
wouldn’t prefer to give up the last dollar 
She had on earth rather than have the 
world whivver slanders most stinging about 
her good name?’ 

Colonel Hammond took the position that 
the case was not dependent upon the testi- 
mony of Mr. Echols. He said that he be- 
lieved that Mr. Echols had testified to the 
truth as he saw it, but even taking it for 
granted in the argument of the case that 
he had sworn falsely, the case against Harry 
Hill was strong without his testimony.

Colonel Hammond’s Argument. 


Colonel Nat Hammond has made many 
briliiant speeches in his life and has won 
golden opinions from the populace for his 
logical, sound, forceful arguments before 
juries in cases as notable as is the Hi-l 
case, but the intense interest with which a 
crowded courthouse listened to him three 
hours yesterday and the applause that 
followed his speech all go to show that he 
has never made a more able argument. 

A running account of tiie argument gives 
but fec™%e idea of what %t really was from 
the standpoint of fegal ability and masterly 
effort with language. Lofty and far re- 
moved from lighter vein it was stamped 
with dignity and all the nobler passions of 
the human mind, and the strong princip-.es 
of the law’so clearly set forth rounded off 
the speech as a masterpiece indeed. 

Colonel Ham@ond began to speak about 
a quarter as=-r 2 o'clock in the afternoon. 
He began by describing in a slow, clear 
and forcible manner tae duties and the 
powers of a juryman. 

“Now then,’ said he getting well into 
the trend of his argument, “‘gentlemen of 
the jury, Mr. Hill, for the defense, who 
has preceded me, has told you many things - 
about the men. who practice at the bar, 
and among many beautiful things he has 
spoken to you he pai the bar a most 
handsome and lofty compliment—a compli- 

r, perhaps, than the 
thinks the bar ought to have.

He said that the confession of Harry Hill 
was convicting. He said that the notes 
and transactions of business on the con- 
fession were such as Mr. Echols had no 
knowledge of, and, therefore, could not have 
written tthe statement that was sent to 
him from Chicago.

er, I have in an evil hour given my assurance 
that this forged note would be paid. I did 
so to protect a young man from shame. 
I was willing to save him and at the same 
time save myself from the condemnation 
of slanderers, and I will have to meet this 
note, for Il have said that I would. Please 
help me to meet it by raising the money.” 

“But she did not do this. She did not 
feel that she had to pay it. She is to be 
praised for having the courage to come up 
here and, facing the world, to give the lie to 
her slanderer who wronged her so.” 

Along this strain Colonel Hammond spoke 
quite at length. 

When the colonel came to read the sup- 
posed confession of Harry Hill, which Harry 
denies, he did so with fine eftect, making 
much fun out of it. He read the poetry 
from Byron, saying that it was in tall 
keeping with the career of Hill to be quot- 
ing the sentiment from Don Juan, when 
he could have quoted the same words al- 
most from the Bibie, being more familiar 
with Don Juan than the Bible. 4 

Ht took up the Tolleson notes and said 
that they were good evidence that Hili 
had been guilty of fergery. When a man

“My friends on the other side of this 
case have complimented me very highly. 
They say that 1 am a good lawyer. They 
say muca ubout me that sounds pleasant. 
Of course I understand all this sort of flat- 
tery, but there is part of what they say 
that I do take unto myself: 1 am a truth- 
ful man. They said that I would try to 
persuade you into your verdict for the state. 
I have tried to persuade you, gentlemen ot 
the jury, but I have tried to do it with 
the power of truth. My part in this case is 
at an end. I shall go back to where I be- 
gan and say that when each of you come 
to write your names upon this verdict that 
you will be guided by that God whose bless- 
ings you have called to witness your ver- 
dict.”” (There was a storm of applause in the 
courtroom.) 

A Lecture to Mr. Tolleson. 


Perhaps, the most interesting incident in 
the proceedings of the Hill case yesterday 
was the apology that Mr. J. R. Tolleson 
made to the court for charging Attorney 
Ben Hill with lying and the lecture that 
the judgé gave him in the face of that 
apology. 

When Judge Clark called the court to 
order for the afternoon session, Mr. Tol- 
leson, who was sitting midway the court- 
room, arose and started to make a state- 
ment. 

Quick as lightning Colonel Hammond, for 
the prosecution, said: ‘‘May it please your 
honor, we object to that man saying any- 
thing in this courtroom.” 

“T will not hear a word from Mr. Tolleson 
unless it be an apology for his conduct 
this morning,” said the judge, positively. 

“Apology is one way of putting it,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Tolleson. 

“T want to hear nothing about the way 
of putting it,” said the judge with even 
more severity. 

“What I wanted to say, your honor,” said 
Mr. Tolleson, “is that I am sofry for what 
I said to Mr. Ben Hill this morning. I said 
it under the heat of hard feelings which 
arose out of this trial, and I am satisfied 
that I ought not to have said it. I am sure 
Mr. Hill meant no reflection upon me by 
what he said and I am sure that I was 
altogether wrong. I want to apologize to 
him and to this court for my hasty words.” 

“Is Mr. B. H. Hill in the courtroom?” 
inquired the judge of the nearest bailiff. 

“Tl am here, your honor,” said Mr. Hill, 
arising from his seat, “‘and have heard what 
Mr. Tolleson has said. I accept his apology 
and am perfectly willing for his fine to be 
remitted if it seems best in the eyes of the 
court.” 

“Well. then Mr. Tolleson,’”” resumed thé 
judge, ‘“‘in view of your apology, I will make 
your fine $20 instead of $25.°" 

This brought a roar of laughter from the 
crowds that packed the hall, and it was 
several minutes before the bailiff cowed get 
order restored. 

When finally the laughter was hushed by 
the hammer of the officer, Judge Clark 
lectured Mr. Tolleson most sternly. 

“Mr. Tolleson, the courthouse is on about 
the same plane with the church, both hav- 
ing been erected for the purpose of making 
men better and lifting them up to that 
which is higher,” he said with earnestness. 

“The court can protect its dignity by in- 
fiféting punishment whenever it becomes 
necessary. You affronted the dignity of 
this court this thorning and assailed the 
lofty spirit that hovers over a hall of jus- 
tice. If you will allow me, Mr. Tolleson, I 
will say In all kindness that you are a very 
aggressive man, and that if you would. be 
less aggressive you would be a better—if I 
may say it—yes, a better and more popular 
citizen.”’ 

The merriment the crowd made over this 
serious and earnest lecture knew no bounds.

are followed and plied by the prize fighters 
whose very touch we deem polluting, 
and who, from the depth of their hearts, 
turn from them in disgust. 

It is our joy to express our continued 
confidence in your judgment and ability to 
rule our state, and approve without qualifi- 
cation your high and holy management of 
the entire affair, 

To us it is a contemptible thing that merf 
of a civilized land should hint with tamest 
words, that money is not well spent, that js 
spent in ‘protection of mora®.

A New Theory Aided to the Namber

Last night a telegram was received at The

CHICAGO, February 2.—A depressed 
feeling abroad, large New Orleans receipts 
and liberal selling by local parties caused 
a very weak feeling “and opened our mar- 
ket 4c. below yesterday’s close.

Where 
will you find anything to compare with 
this, either in the country or towns, on the 
Central, except between Atlanta and Ma- 
con? i 

“T cannot help thinking the road has‘a 
cood future. The property has magnificent 
possibilities.”’ 

It is said Rome will be made the heaéd- 
quarters, and that a much more advanta- 
geous schedule will be put on.
